Note by Mrs. Oliver: All of the men mentioned lived in the 18th 
District, LCT at the time of the 1840 Census except B.W. Ayers 
and William J, Mattox, who lived very near in the 19th District. 
In the 1850 Census, James Myers, Baker Ayers, Reden Mattox and 
Malachi Reeves were living in Carroll Co., Ark. along with 

A.C, Oliver, his mother Rosanna Bryant and his half. brother NP.

This indenture made this the 3rd day of October 1843, by and 
between Asher Myers of the one part and Noses Clark, James Myers, 
Baker W, Ayers, Matthew Carithers, Reden W, Mattox, Trustees for 
the use and purposes herinafter mentioned, all of the State of 
Tennessee and County of Li coln of the other part.

together with all and singular the houses, timber and appurt~-

William Williams, son of Alfred and Nancy Caroline Pitcock Wil- 
liams, was born July 22, 1849, on a farm near Elora, Tenn. In 
1890 he was elected sheriff of Lincoln County and served two 
terms, Prior to the election, he was elected constable of the 
third and twenty-first districts, When his last term as sheriff 
expired, he was elected policeman of Fayetteville for several 
years and was also a deputy sheriff. Williams was "faithful, 
kind and considerate yet fearless and firm while an officer," 

He was a member of the Christian Church and Masonic Lodge and 
other important civic organizations. 

In 1871 he married Miss Ellen Catherine Ratley and had the fol- 
lowing children: Mary Williams who married Ike Williamson; George 
W. Williams who died young; Esther Williams who married C.N, 
Bates and had a large family; Julia Williams who married James 
McElroy; John R, Williams who married Lula Dickey and had five 
children; Myrtle Williams who married Goodner Wiess; Cleveland 
Williams who married twice, first to Elva Davis and later Oklena 
Grisham; Willie D, Williams; and Alfred Newton Williams who 

died young, 


Mr, Williams died at his home in Fayetteville January 19, 1914, 
and was carried to Kelso, Tennessee, by train for burial, 
Masonic Lodge issued the regals.

Comparatively little is definitely and positively known of the 
Drennan Family, except that they are unquestionably of Scotch- 
Trish descent, This fact is confirmed by a tradition of long 
standing in our Family, and is further attested to by Robert 
Drennan, Grandfather of the writer, who, according to the best 
information obtainable, was the first one of this ambitious, 
adventurous Family to set foot on Tennessee soil. 





Robert Drennan, and Martha H, Wiley of Long Cane, South Carolina, 
(near Abbeville), were married about the year 1823. He and his 
family, which at that time consisted of his wife and two children, 
Mary C, and John Hamilton, the former aged about four and the 
latter being a mere baby about one year old, emigrated to Molina, 
Tennessee, eight miles West of Fayetteville, in 1828, Three 
children were born to them after their arrival in Tennessee, 
namely, Louvina, Calvin Washington and James Jefferson Columbus, 
the latter being the Father of the compiler of this incomplete 
and fragmentary record, 


In 1834 and 1836, six and eight years, respectively, after his 
arrival in Tennessee, Robert Drennan purchased two farms of 
approximately 100 acres each, located on the North bank of Elk 
River, in Lincoln County Tennessee, eight miles South West of 
Fayetteville and two miles North of Molino, Said two farms ad- 
join and include what is known as the "Cave Spring", The deeds 

to said two farms are now in possession of the writer. Here 
Robert Drennan erected two frame residences, one on the East 

farm and one on the West, the former is still standing, the latter 
having been torn down a few years ago. 


It was here on the " West" farm that Robert Drennan lived the 
remainder of his life, taking his departure October the first 
1883 having attained to the age of 84 years, 3 Months and 17 
days, He was a man of unquestioned honesty and integrity, brave, 
fearless, patriotic, loyal to his church (Presbyterian) loved, 
honored and respected, an outstanding leader in his community, 
aman of wide vision and mature judgment and being possessed of 
more than an ordinary knowledge of law, was repeatedly and suc- 
cessively elected to the Office of Magistrate in his community.
